The true ground to be taken 
this question was against adulterations —not 
against wine. Jn consequence of the adultera¬ 
tion it had ceased to he a wine question in this 
country—it had become a cider question, or any 
other question but that of drinking pure wine. 
In Europe, it was indeed a ivine question. He 
concluded with the assertion, that the only part 
of the world rescued from intemperance was the 
wine-drinkers. 

Dr. Lee, oi' New York, followed with some 
very important facts, on the chemical properties 
of wine, and tiieir adulterations. Many facts had 
lieen laid before the public in relation to this sub¬ 
ject, hut still more remained to be disclosed. 
The manufacturing of spurious wines had for a j 
Tong time been., an extensive business in some of j 
our principal cities, and probably one of the mast 
lucrative ever pursued in any country. Fortunes 
of immense amount have been made in this way, 
in a short period, and that too, by men wiio were 
called, aud considered themselves, respectable and 
honorable men, a species of counterfeiting, how¬ 
ever, which in his opinion was as much more 
immoral and injurious thau that of counterfeiting 
money, as tlte-health of the body and the welfare 
of the soul, exceed in value that of dollars and 
cents. The general mode of adulterating Aladei- 
ra, Teneriffe, and Sherry wines, was to .add 
whiskey, divested of ail its. volatile oils and i...- 
pm-e properties, a small quantity of genuine, 
"'die, and then reducing it by the addition ofj 
water, to the same degree of strength as the pure I 
wines usually -contained, without the addition ofj 
alcohol. If there is any deficiency of color, this 
is supplied by cochineal, logwood, and other suh- 
stauces. Such are a large proportion of the 
wines now bought and consumed throughput the 
United States. In addition to this, large quanti¬ 
fies of purely fectiiibtis wines are made and sold, 
which .do nut contain a drop of wine. -Such hud 
been most, of the Port wines used in this country 
for tile last few -years. It was made iji. Various 
ways; sometimes out of cider, logwood, sugar of 
lead,and water; sometimes of whiskey, cochineal 
sugar and water, Sets. This, was a very dan¬ 
gerous compound, and lie had known of instances, 


In answer to the question, whether liiifenue... 
ed wines rail he procured, Dr. Lee observed that 
the sweet wines from the Grecian Arelii>>efac< 
were imported into New York in the form of t 
syrup, produced by honing the fresh exjujessn 
juice ot the grape to that degree ot consistence 
necessary to their preservation; diluted w 
ter.

Dr. Lee replied that lie presumed tbe testimo¬ 
ny of tbe certificate was true—and yet these

Mr. Joy went on to state a fact in relation 
bimselt: He went to New York- to purchase 
wines fertile use oi churches. Called upon the 
wirie merchants. Drank a-.Httle of the “pure” 
wine to try it, apil designcir to purchase a con¬ 
siderable quantity. But before the bargain was 
concluded tie began -to feel the effects of the 
wipe he had tasted so seilsioly that lie exceedingly 
distrusted its purity.

He thought it was high lime 
that good people who supposed they were drink¬ 
ing the pure juice of the grape should he unde¬ 
ceived. Reverend gentlemen who had testified 
that wines were pure when -they contained alco¬ 
hol, should take back their signatures—and let us 
go home ami disabuse the community. 

Dr. Lee— in answer to a quest.on from some 
te—testified thal the pure wine spoken of con¬ 
tained just the.alcohol,produced by fermentation, 
and that alone. But even this quantity of aleo- 
tol was quite too much. 

Mr. Weight said that Sullivan and Barbour, 
of Boston, bad imported wind for the communion 
-table—but on examination they found that it 
contained alcohol. They had been deceiv d in 
the purchase', nml wrote to the individuals of 
■whom they bail, purchased toget-au explanation. 
They wrote bark that it was impossible to im¬ 
port pure wine wttlqmf.ali-ojioi rnixctl with it to 
preserve, it.
